So Decides National Board if Op 
erators Refuse Increase 
In Pay. 



At a meeting of the National Execu- 
tive Board of the United Mine Workers 
of America, at National headquarters 
in Indianapolis last Saturday.it was 
decided to present to the operators 
of Hopkins, Webster, Union and Chris 
tain counties Kentucky the scale of 
wages argreed to by the operators and 
miners of Western Kentucky, and to 
declare a strike at all the mines in the 
counties where the operators refused 
to accept the scale. 

A strike in these counties would in- 
volve about 2,900 men. It is the in- 
tention to call the strike January 
against these operators who refuse 
to agree to the scale.which is now 
in operation at other mines of Western 
Kentucky. 

Several conferences have been held 
between representatives of the United 
Mine Workers and operators of these 
four counties. One was held at Madi- 
sonville, Ky., November 26, and the 
other was held not two weeks ago, 
but no satisfactory conclusion was 
reached. The miners of Southern Ind. 
Southern Illinois, and other parts of 
Western Kentucky are deeply Interested 
in this effort to establish a higher 
scale In efu:h of the four counties, as 
at present this coal, mined at a lower 
icale,comea Into compensation with the 
output of the mines when they are 
employed.

History of the Fight of Farmers 
In that Section Against The 
Gigantic Trust. 



Every member of tlie little 
army in the Islands — including, also, 
it is to be hoped, tbe native constab- 
ulary — is to be supplied with a regu- 
lar Christmas meal of the Occidental 
land. For this purpose the Sherman 
carried from the Golden Gale not less 
than 35,000 pounds of turkey,500 gal- 
lons of cranberry sauce, big cases of 
home-made mince meat, for pies, and 
hundreds of tins of plum pudding. In 
order to convey these delicacies in 
safety and good condition to their 
destination, an imense ice box was 
especially constructed to contain them 
The fowls were all raised in Califor- 
nia and were of the finest quality. 
This generous contribution by the 
'Government to the typical observance 
of the great religious holiday is ex- 
pected to put Uncle Sam's fighting 
men in good humor and to lessen 
to some extet that “homesick feel- 
ing” which frequently attacks the 
exile. The personal friends in this 
country of the soldiers have also 
taken a hand in adding to the lat- 
ters’ contentment by forwarding to 
them multitudes of gifts of various 
kinds. Nor will the American civil- 
ians there be forgotten by the rela- 
tives and friends from whom they are 
separated so far. 



Glasgow, Ky., Dec. £0.— Mr. W. I>. 
King, a popular dry goods salesman 
who travels through Southern Ken- 
tucky and Tenessee, and who is per- 
sonally known to every merchant, ev- 
ery hotel man and many of the citi- 
zens scattered over bis territory, has 
a beautiful pair of horses, which he 
drives on his trips and which perhaps 
are without an equal anywhere. They 
not only make a stylish a|>earance and 
are much admired for their beauty, 
but Dan, the lead horse, has remark- 
able traits that make him quite out 
of the ordinary. He is what might 
be termed a “bird horse,” for he is 
able to scent and set a covey of birds 
as accurately as a well-trained bird 
dog. When this trait In Dan was first 
noticed bis owner was rather unwillng 
to believe that the horse possesed the 
instinct, and rather credited It to ac- 
cident, but as Dan kept up this practice 
from time to time his master was un- 
wlllnglx forced into the belief that 
Dan .was a real “bird horse.” 

For instance, the team might be go- 
ing |ilong the road at a lively trot 
when all at once Dan will come to a 
sudden halt and make a point, and 
you always rely on finding a covey of 
quail not far away. 

After the fact became evident to Mr. 
King he secured a gun which he car- 
ries with him and In making his trips 
across the country he kills numbers 
of birds, all on acount of his horse 
finding them. 

Mr. King has no explanation to of- 
fer as to why Dan performs this feat 
but supposes that he must have been 
taught it. He claims *that the horse 
sets the birds from scent, as he fre- 
quently makes a point where It would 
be Impossible for him to see the birds. 

Another trait In Dan Is his remark- 
able love for children, which he shows 
In many ways when he Is near them. 
He will caress a child, neigh after 
them and has been known to leave his 
feed to be with them. 

Mr. King values hts team very high- 
ly, both as a matter of attachment 
and comerclally. 



There are twenty-six counties in the 
State of Kentucky and Tennessee tliat 
Ko to make up the “dark toba'^co 
belt. ’ This district furnishes a grade 
that is not furnished elsewhere. The 
average annual production is about 
186,000,000 pounds, Seventy n/itions of 
the Mrth draw on this for . supplies. 
It costs about 6 cents a pound to raise 
It. There was a tobacco trust In. 
Europ^ and one in America. They got 
V» each other’s way. Thomas Fortune 
^yan (of Equitable Life assurance 
"notoriety,) represening the American 
trust, went to England to make terms 
with Sir Charles MlIIs,the head of the 
foreign tobacco . trust. . And these 
pirates of comerce made terms with 
each other. In the same way that 
Caesar, Lepidus and -Anthony met on 
a small Island, and divided the Roman 
empire among thein.as It it had been 
their paternal inheritance. These 
officers of high finance proceeded to 
divide the tobacco belts into districts 
by States, counties and public roads. I 
Tile tobacco raisers were at the mercy ' 
of these manipulators, who had as a j 
partner the astute king of Italy. His ] 
agents bought for 6 cents, and he sold j 
to his subject at a profit of a dollar i 
a pound, making millions. The { 
growers appealed toC ongress and the : 
law in vain. On the 24th of September, I 
1904 tbe growers met in delegated j 
conventionn,and agreed on terms and a 
way of marketing.ln six months the 
agents of the trusts were paying 
nearly double the prices they had been 
paying,whlle running the “over pro- 
duction” racket as an excuse for low 
prices. Tbe raisers ofthls product are 
teaching a leson in the work of farm 
organization, and exemplifying the 
soundness of the doctrine that farmers 
can control prices, and take the 
business out of tbe hand of specula- 
tors. 

Tbe lawlessness at Princeton, Hop- 
kinsville and other places has been a 
harder blow to the Farmers organize- 1 
tion that to the 'Trust bu he great | 
bulk of the tobacco growers in this | 
combination denounce lawlessness a< 
much as anybody and are not re- 
sponsible for It.

GOLD COINS. 



DECAY OF STONE. 



Why Bankers Don’t Like Them ane 
Prefer to Handle Paper. 

"Of the different kinds of American 
money now in circulation the gold 
coins of aii denominations are the must 
disilked in luy busiuess.’’ said a promi- 
nent New York bunker. 

"Take a greenback, u siiver or a goirt 
certificate or a uatlouai tmnk note to 
your bank and it Is received and |iiac- 
•d to your credit without a moment’s 
delay. Not so with gold. A few days 
I go a gentleman brought to our bank 
upward of $3,000 in gold of different 
denominations and was much provoked 
because we would not receive it and 
give him credit with the amount the 
face of the coin represented. This we 
could not do because the law requires 
that gold shall be redeemed only at its 
actual value. Coins carried in the 
pocket for any length of time naturally 
lose something by abrasion— probably 
but a fractional part of a cent on a ten 
dollar piece, bat it Is a loss neverthe- 
leaa— and therefore bankers cannot give 
credit for gold deposits until the coin 
shall have been weighed. In the case 
mentioned my friend took his gold to 
the sabtreasury and was compelled to 
wait there nearly an honr before he 
could get notes for it 

"Every coin had to be passed through 
the ocales, and after the weighing proc- 
ess had been completed three of the 
coins— two five dollar pieces and a ten 
dolar piece— were returned to him as 
short in weight. Before returning short 
weight coins the department stamps on 
the face of each coin a cross. The 
owner is either left to send the coins to 
the United States mint for redemption 
or again pat them Into circulation 
Eventually the coins with crosses on 
their faces will go to the mint and be 
redeemed at their actual value. In 
many instances there may not be more 
than several cents’ shortage on $50 
worth of coins. Business men, how- 
ever, naturally object to tbe inconven- 
ience and get rid of their gold as fast 
as possible."— New York Press.

It saay 
rven l^e observed on the most densely 
compacted siliceous rocks The fullest • 
extent of this inquiry can only he to • 
elucldute relative duration and com- 
parative labor of appropriation to nse- - 
ful or ornamental purposes. 

By ezamlnlng the various produc- 
tions of nature w« find evident proofs 
of her Industry in all ages. Changes 
have l>een going on from the remotest 
antiquity to the present time on rsery 
substance that comes within oav ob- 
servation. All tbe actual combinatloiM' 
of matter have had a former existence ■ 
In some other state. Nothing exists In 
aature but what Is likely to change its 
condition and manner of being. No 
material is so durable as always to re- 
tain Its present appearance, for tbe 
most solid and compact bodies have not 
auch a degree of impenetrability and so 
close a union of the parts which com- 
pose them as to be exempted from ulti- 
mate dissointton. 

Even in tbe great globe which we in- 
habit nothing Is more evident to geolo- 
gists than a perpetual series of altera- 
tions. There can be discovered at 
vestige of a beginning, no prospect of 
an end. In some bodies these changes 
are not so frequent and remarkable as 
In others, though equally certain at a- 
more distant period. Tbe venerable re- 
mains of Egyptian splendor, many 
them executed in tbe hardest granlto* 
between 3,000 and 4,000 years since . 
exhibit large portions of exfoliatior 
and gradual decay, thereby followini.:* 
the primitive, immutable and universai' 
order of causes and effects— namely, 
that all objects possess tbe materials; 
of which they are composed only for a 
limited time, during which some pow- 
erful agent effects their decomposltior 
and sets tbe elementary particles at 
liberty again to form other e(|ually per- 
fect combinations. Thus by divine and 
unerring laws order is restored amlt 
apparent confusion.— Exchange.

BUYING A SAW. 



CLOTHES AND THE MAN 



It Waa Invented by a Poor Mon Whn 
Had Failed aa a Merchant. 

There ia one little liiatruiiicut lii 
whk’li the Interest of till eln«sea of 
|>eople lu this eotiiitry never dlciinlshes 
ihrouBh nil the «’hiu;Bl:>K seiisioiis of the 
your, from the first day of .January to 
the lust day of I)ei-emls*r. It reBiilutes 
the business puise of the nation and Is 
the shrine t<> which men of all occiipa- 
lions turn. And this little Instrument 
Is the thorinoiueter. which liears the 
name of ^'uhrenllelt. 

rtefore tile seventeenth century men 
pould only Judge of the amount of lieut 
prevailing at any place by their p»‘r- 
Bonal seusatiuiis and could only speulc 
of the weather In u very IndeUulte 
way as hot or very hot. i-old or very 
cold, lu that century several attempta 
wort* made by aclcntltle e.\perlmeutera 
by means of tulies containing oil. spir- 
its of wine and other substances to es- 
tablish a satisfactory means of meas- 
uring heat, but none of tliem provtsl 
successful. Even Sir Isaac Newton, 
who applied his great mind to this 
work, and also the noted astronomer. 
Halley, failed in their attempts to pro- 
duce a bent measure. 

!t was reserved to Oabriel Daniel 
Fahrenheit, an olmcure and poor man. 
a native of Dautzlg, to give to the 
world the instrument which has proved 
to lie 80 serviceable to mankind. lie 
bad failed In business us a merchant 
and. having a taste for mechanics and 
chemistry, began a series of experi- 
ments for tlie production of thermome- 
ters. At tlrst he made tlie.se instru- 
ments with alcohol, hut soon became 
convinced that the semisolld mercury 
was a more suitable article to use in 
the glass tube. 

Fahrenheit liad removed from Dant- 
zlg to Amsterdam, and there aliont the 
year 1720 he made the mercury ther- 
monuder which has ever since been 
fushioneil much like the uriginui. 

'I'he basis of his plan was to mark 
on llie tube the two points resjiectlvely 
at which water is congealed and boiled 
and to grmirate tlie space ladween. 
He lK>gan with an arbitrary marking. 
tN‘ginning witli 22 degrees, because he 
found that the mercury desceudeil 22 
degrees more Indore coming to wliat 
he tliought the extreme eold resulting 
from a mixture of Ice. water and sal 
ammoniac. In 1724 he published a tils- 
tlnct treatise on the suliject of his ex- 
periments and the conclusions that hud' 
resulted the-efrom. 

Celsius of Stockholm soon after sug- 
gested the more rational graduation of 
a hundred degrees lielwin-n freezing 
and boiling point. This was the centi- 
grade thermometer. Heaumur propos- 
ed another graduation which has tieeii 
accepted by tlie French. Imt by far the 
largest part of tlie civilized world 
Fnhreuheit’s scale has been accepted 
and used, with 22 di'giees as freezing. 
5."> degrees as temiierate. Dd degrees as 
blood heal and 212 degrees as Imiling 
point. 

It Is true that t!ie zero of Falireii- 
helt's scale is a solecism since it tioe.r 
not mark the extreme to whlcli heat 
can bo abstracted. This little blemish, 
however, does not Keem to have been 
of any praclical conse<iuence. 

Arctic exidorers have [lerslsted In de- 
scribing teui'ieratures below the zero 
of Fahrenheit, and scientists have pro- 
duced artillcially temperatures far be- 
low any ever dreanie<] of by the ther- 
tnometer maker of .Vmsterdani. Tliere 
is doubt as to tlie year of the deatli of 
Fahrenheit, imt it Is generally (daced 
in 1740.— 1..08 Angeles Times.

.Vbout his waist he buckles a belt so 
tightly as to Interfere with lireathlug 
and circuintiou, yo*t can rarely get It 
tight eiiougli to aclileve Its own pur- 
pose. 

For tills reason he must wear sus- 
penders. whlcli are |>rolinbly the most 
uncomfortable garment known.
